REGULATIONS FOR THE SUPERINTENDENCE OF 
.  EXPRQSIVES. 


Art. 1.—Persons employing explosives for the 
purpose of disturbing public tranquillity, or of in- 
juring the life and property of others, or causing 
j others to employ them for such purposes, shall be 
liable to punishment by death. 


Art. 2.—Persons who attempt to employ ex 
plosives for such purposes as are described in | 
the preceding Article, and are detected, shall be 
sentenced to indefinite or definite terms of tran- 
sportation, | | 

Art. 3.—Persons manufacturing, importing, or 
in the possession of, explosives, or implements or 
engines required for their use, for such purposes as 
are described in Article 1, shall be sentenced to 
major imprisonment. 


Art. 4.—Persons who by force or persuasion in-- 
duce others to carry out the purposes described in 
Article 1, or who participate in ‘Slate having such 
purposes in view, but who do not themselves actu- 
ally commit the acts specified, shall be sentenced 
to major imprisonment. 


Art. 5.—Persons manufacturing, importing, sell- 
ing, transferring, or taking in charge, explosives, or 
implements or engines required for their use, or 
contracting to do so on. behalf of perpetrators of 
crimes described in Art. 1, shall be sentenced to | 
major imprisonment. 


Art. 6.—Persons manufacturing, importing, own- 
ing, or contracting for explosives, who fail to prove 
that they have not done so for such purposes as are 

described in Art. 1, shall be sentenced to major 
imprisonment for not less than two years and not 
more than five years, anda fine of not less than 
20 yen and not more than 200 yew. 


Art. 7.—Persons discovering explosives shall 
inimediately report the fact to the police authori- 
ties. “Anyone who violates this provision shall be 
sentenced to a fine of not less than 5 yen and not 
more than 50 yer.

Art. 8.—Persons recognizing the existence of 
attempts at crimes described in these Regulations, 
shall immediately report the fact to the police 
authorities or to those on whom injury is about 
to be inflicted. Persons violating the provisions 
of this Article shall be sentenced to major imprison- 
ment for not less than six months and not more 


Art. 9.—Persons concealing, or permitting the 
concealment of, perpetrators of crimes described in 
these Regulations, or obliterating the evidences of 
their crimes, shall be sentenced to punishment ap- 
plicable to those original offenders, less one or two 
degrees. 

Art. 10.~—The provisions of Arts. 80 and 81 of the 
Criminal Law do not extend to perpetrators of 
crimes described in these Regulations. In the 
case of persons below sixteen years of age, having 
no discretionary power, they shall be dealt with 
according to the Criminal Law. ‘ 


Art. 11.—Persons making preparations, or har- 
bouring secret plans, for the perpetration of crimes 
described in Art. 1, but making confession of the 
facts before carrying them out, shall be acquitted 
of ‘punishment applicable to perpetrators ol such 
crimes, and sentenced to police supervision for not 


less than six months and not more than three 


years. The same provision extends to offenders 


described in Art. 5. 


Art. 12.—Ifthe Criminal Law shall be found to 
provide more severe punishment for crimes described 
in these Regulations, the sentences shall be ad- 
justed to such provisions.

succumb, have produced a condition of affairs in 


Osaka and the neighbourhood unprecedented in 
the memory of any person now living. The 
embankments have broken down in numberless 
places, and all yesterday quantities of the débris 
of houses, furniture, mats, &o., were floating 
down the rivers. About half of Osaka is 
now flooded, the water being up to the axles 
of a jinrikisha most of the distance be- 
tween the foreign settlement and the railway 
station. Many of the streets have been 
transformed into rivers, and the unfortanate 
inhabitants of the greater part of Osaka are 
striving to resoue some portion of their belong- 
ings from the disaster which has overtaken 
them. The foreign settlement is ex to 
much danger, as it is now covered with a 
sheet of water varying in depth from six 
inches to two feet. A perfect torrent is rush- 
ing over the settlement, and it is feared 
that the foundations of the houses will be under- 
mined. The majority of the inhabitants have 
removed for safety to the C. M. Divinity College 
which, with his own residence adjoining, has 
been kindly placed at the disposal of the residents 
by the Rev. G. H. Pole, the Principal of the 
College.

At half-past seven o’clock last night the water in 
Osaka was still rising, but the worst is doubtless- 
ly now over. 


| During yesterday (July 2rd) most alarming re- 
‘ports continued to be received. It was stated 
that the foreign residents had been forced to de- 
sert the settlement en masse, and also that the 
water had increased to a depth of five feet at the 
Osaka railway station and was still rising. In 
many parts of the city the water was ten feet 
deep, and the whole efforts of the authorities were 
directed to saving life; property had necessarily 
to be left unheeded in such a pressing emergency. 
To convey to places of safety the crowds of peo- 
ple who were on the house-tops, in trees, and 
other temporary refuges, all the boats available 
in Osaka were pressed into service. The number 
proved, however, insufficient, and a great many 
sampans had to be sent up from here. It is con- 


| jectured that rain must have continued falling in 


the mountains after the weather in this neigh- 
bourhood cleared up, and it is difficult to other- 
wise account for the flood reaching such extra- 
ordinary dimensions yesterday. But whatever 
may be the cause, the fact remains that a 
catastrophe without paralled in the records of 
Osaka for nearly a century has overiaken the 
commercial capital of the empire. Tens of thou- 
sands of the inhabitants are reduced to want, and 
' property to the value of many millions of dollars 
has been destroyed. With such widespread 
disaster private benevolence cannot hope to grap- 
ple, and therefore the call upon both the central 


and local treasuries must inevitably be heavy. The 


Osaka floods are to be regarded as a national 
calamity, and doubtless the national funds will, 
to some extent at all events, assist in making 
good the damage. 

The latest news from Osaka will be received 
with much satisfaction. It is announced that 
the water began to subside yesterday (July 3rd.) 
afternoon at about half-past three o'clock, and 
was still steadily falling this morning. Oontrary 
to the report, the Suita railway embankment has 
not given way. The inundation of the district 
on the right bank of the Yodo-gawa on Thursday 
was caused by a break a little way above the 
Mint. This took place at about 12 o’clock, and 
in the space of three hours the whole district 
between the Zusogawa and the Yodogawa was 
flooded to a depth of from 4 to 10 feet. Trains 
from Kobe can run to a distance about three quar- 
ters of a mile beyond the Juso-gawa bridge, two 
miles from Osaka, beyond which the line is sub- 
merged, but it is impossible to say what damage 
has been done to the permanent way. The dis- 
trict now flooded extends from Hirakata to the 
sea, about 35 miles, the width varying considera- 
bly from an extreme of about 10 miles. The 
telegraph is open to Osaka, but the delivery of 
messages cannot be effected. . 
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The magaitude of the late calamity that has 
fallen upon Osaka Fo makes it desirable that a 
full account of the disaaser should be given to the 
public. Aud yet it is very difficult at present to 
do more than to state some of the facts that have 
been obtained from reliable witnesses, and also to 
give some of the hasty estimates made by higher 
officials as to the extent of the devastation. 


On Saturday, the 27th June, after the firat 
week of rain had ceased, the view from the moun- 
tains ten miles east of Osaka revealed what seem- 
ed to be a great lake extending many miles 
north and east from the foot of the Castle. A 
large part of the fruitful valley between Kyoto 
and Osaka was flooded. The damage done at 
that time was so great that the sympathy of the 
whole nation began to be expressed in substantial 
offerings, and it was hoped that the worst was 
passed. But two or three days of heavy showers 
followed by the many more of drenching rains 
resulted in one of the gravest calamities that 
has befallen the Empire for a century. 


On Wednesday, the lst July, the road north 
of the Castle was literally jammed with the 
crowds of men, women and children that were 
being driven before the flood likesheep. The rain 
fell in torrents and the wind blew a gale, while 
the wretched people, deserting one thing afterano- 
ther that they had tried to save, at last left all and 
fled for their lives. It was evident by this time 
that, if the storm continued, the Concession too 
would be in some danger, and the foreigners 
began to send their families to Kobe or up to the 
higher ground in the city. 


Next morning the whole Concession was flood- 
ed—the deepest place being three or four feet. 
The authorities kindly pnt boats at the disposal 
of the foreigners, and these with canoes took the 
place of wading and of jinrikisha. With this 
depth of water the current in the river was vio- 
lent. The wooden bridges one after another were 
washed away in great sections, and came drifting 
down with tremendous force upon the three 
iron bridges of the Coneession. Thousands of 
spectators gathered on roofs, or waded ont 
into the streets to see these bridges strike, 
expecting of course that they would go through 
with hardly a check in their speed, but they 
struck as if against a mountain. Every effort 
was made to break in pieces these wooden bridges 
and so save the iron one, and in the dangerous 
work it was exciting to see the utter recklessness 
of both men and officers, and admirable to note 
the forgetfulness on the part of the officers of 
their dignity as they joined with the coolies 
hand to hand. The immense strain on these 
iron bridges, however, made them liable to break. 
at any moment, and as the water was rapidly 
rising on the Concession, and the streets 
were becoming swift rivers, the Fu authorities, 
who had already repeatedly offered their assis- 
tance, sent once more about midnight to beg the 
residents to leave the Concession, stating that 
they could not at all foresee where the calamity 
would end, and when once the bridges gave way, 
it might no longer be in their power to do any- 
thing for the safety of the settlement; they kindly 
offered to put a policeman in each housé, and if 
the worst came, they would save what y 
they could. And they put at the disposal of the 
foreigners the roomy North Honganji, the highest 
ground in the centre of the city. 

Hardly had this exceedingly kind offer been 
made, when General Takashima sent two military 
geutlemen to express to the foreigners his deep 
anxiety over their situation, aud to beg them all 
to remove at once. He most courteously invited 
them to use, as long as they desired, the new and 
commodious hospital near the Castle. The re- 
sidents gladly yielded to these warnings and 
generous offers, and by two o'clock am. on 
Friday, the remaining women and children— 
except one honsehold—had crossed the Seifa 
bridge and were immediately escorted to the 
Castle hospital.

Many at the sight of the awful 
calamity, or from the strain consequent on seeing 
their children swept away from any help, were 
crazed by grief. Seventy-five poor creatures, were 
rescued from one godown, so emaciated that some 
of them were unable to stand. Children were born 
on the relief boats, and it is reported that births 
also took place on the roofs of houses during the 
typhoon. It is also said that every mah, woman 
and child of one village were cauglit in the flood 
and perished before help could arrive, Among 
the rumours which are hard to verify we bear that 
scores of helpless women and children were swept 
away at once by the breaking of a large section 
of the river-bank beyond the Mint when they 
were huddled together. 


A high official estimated on Saturday that the 
number of bodies recovered was one thousand, but 
the number of lost is vow roughly placed at 
fifteen thousand. ‘The damage done was put, last 
Saturday, at $10,000,000, but now one would 
hardly care to suggest any sum that would cover 
the total loss of property. 


It is indeed an awful calamity. A slight im- 
pression of its magnitude can still be obtained by 
sailing a few miles over the villages and farms 
sunken so deep that the tops of the well-poles are 
in some places hardly visible. Or, a visit to Ten- 
noji, where ten thousand of these unfortunates 
were gathered and where now the larger part re- 
main, will convince any one of the immensity of 
the disaster. 


The kindness of the Japanese towards each 
other is seen in the happy way in which 
Government assistance is supplemented by 
private benevolence. At Tennoji as many as 
eighteen barbers gave their services one day 
to the unkempt crowd, polishing up an old 
mage, giving a foreign cut, or a clean shave, 
as this or that applicant had a preference. 
Old pipe-members carry in their tinker-shops 
and with pleasent words of sympathy assist 
the ojiisan and obaasans to a free puff. Gifts 
of suger water in tubs for the children, an 
open tea-house prodacing abundance of gra- 


tuitous tea, free tickets to neighbouring bath-| 


houses, &c., &., are among the pleasant forms of 
charity to be seen in full operation. Physicians, 
giving not only their services but needed me- 
dicines as well, are doing good work. Anda 
room that shelters some twenty women awaiting 
confinement — a room utterly bare of a single 
necessary—suggests that a box of such things 
as mothers require would, if contributed by 
foreign ladies, be a most timely gift and 
help to turn much sorrow into joy. In- 
deed gifts of old clothing and blankets will save 
many a life during the cold of next win- 
ter. As regards contributions of money there 
is probably no way in which they can be so econo- 
mically or satisfactorily applied, although large 
sums are being expended privately, as through 
the medium of the city authorities, who have the 
full confidence of the residents on the Conces- 
sion, and received their contributions of $400 
towards the relief fund. 


As we remarked the other day, the generons 
attention of both the civil and military officers to 
the foreigners deserves especial notice. From 
the moment the refugees left the Concession they 
were treated as honoured guests, and visited both 
by Governor Tateno and General Takashima, 
although both those gentlemen must have been 
well-nigh exhausted by their unceasing labours.

bashi being the principal one remaining. In 
consequence the delivery of telegrams cannot 
be effected. Between Kansaki and Osaka the 
railway line is under water to the depth of 
four feet in places, the Osaka railway station 
being in a similar condition, Of course the 
trains have caased running through, but 
a special service for passengers between 
Kobe and Kansaki has been arranged. 
Under this arrangement trains will leave 
at intervals of four hours, startin from 
i 
at 8.30 am. Between the latter place 
and Osaka communication will be maintained 
by boats. It is expected that this riag 
ment will necessarily last for some time, be 
cause the ballasting of the line has been 
washed away, and the embankments in ses d 
places weakened. Ove effest of the flood 
has been the destruction of an enormous 
nomber of vermin. The railway embank- 
ment between Kansaki and Osaka—being 


|the last dry spot available—was yesterday 


the refuge of myraids of centipedes, moles, 
spiders and many other kinds of vermin. 
But the water rose over the line and soou 
put an end to them. At half-past seven 
oclock last night the water in Osaka was 
‘still rising, but the worst is doubtlessly now 
over. ” 


_ The vernacular papers are wholly oceupi 
‘with accounts of the floods at 28" 
specniations on the damage thereby occa- 
sioned, but their long descriptions practically 
afford but little information ‘beyond what 
we have already published. They give some 
particulars, however, that shew the intensity 
‘of the disaster that has overtaken the un-. 
‘fortunate people living in the flooded districts. 
‘When forced to escape from their own homes 
these poor wretches took rof in the 
majority of instances, on the embankments, 
but the continuous rains caused the flood to 
rise higher, and drove the refugees from 
place to place, thus adding to their miser- 
able condition... ‘he full extent of the cala-
